ELECTRICITY IN DUBLIN. 


HEATING CHARGES REDUCED 


The Dublin Commissioners, at their last 
meeting, adopted the following report by 
Mr. Commissioner Hernon :—” On a further 
revision of the scale of charges for electricity, 
I have decided to reduce the general heating 
rate from 23d. to 2d, per unit. I have also 
approved of other modifications of the rates, 
principally in connection with special classes 
of supplies.’ 

The following is a summary of the reduc- 
tiens and modifications referred to:— 

Heating Rates, etc.—Electricity used for 
heating, for photographic purposes, for 
illuminated advertising signs which are in 
regular use up to 11 p.m., for battery charg- 
ing, or for electrical goods displayed for 
sale—2d. per unit. 

Heating.—Arranged by means of a time 
switch not to come on the peak load— 
namely, from 4 
months of November, December, January, 
and February (consumers availing of this 
rate will be allowed to switch over during 
peak load hours to a 6d. per unit meter)— 
lid. per unit. 

Water Heating.—Between the hours of 11 
p.m. and 7 a.m., controlled by a time switch 
—td. per unit. 

Water Heating.—Constant loading—namely, 
100 per cent. load factor—1d. per unit. 

Hotc! Bedroom Heating.—Supplied in bulk 
and afterwards retailed Bain slot meters, 
supplied by the proprietors—ljd. per unit. 

Cooking.—(a) For first 5,000 units per an. 
(year starting with March quarter)—lJd. 
per unit. (b) For all units over 5,000 up to 
10,000 per an.—ljd. per unit. (c) For all 
units over 10,000 per an.—ld. per unit. 

(These. rates apply to domestic or resi- 
dential consumers where heating and cooking 
(by electric utensils or cookers) are com- 
bined on the same meter, and also in the 
case of other consumers where heaters and 
cookers are similarly combined.) 

The new rates, where applicable, will be 
put into operation from the beginning of the 
present (December) quarter.

WHARF RECONSTRUCTION 
AT CORK. 


The Engineer (Mr. Price) submitted the 
following report at a meeting of the Cork 
Harbour Board Works Commission:— — 

“I beg to report on the plan received 
from the City of Cork Steam Packet Com- 
pany, Litaised, showing the proposed pas- 
senger, goods, and Customs accommodation 
for the Fishguard steamers at Penrose quay, 
east of Railway street. The drawing shows 
a complete reinforced concrete structure, con 
sisting of wharf and stores, 300 feet long, on 
quay level, with 150 feet length of Customs’ 
rooms above. Lhe present old timber 
wharf, 264 feet long, to be entirely removed. 
I do not think the complete rigid structure is 
suitable for local conditions. If such a struc- 
ture gets a severe shock from a steamer strik 
ing 1) wh,  Derthing, the whole’ building 
would be ‘shaken, wich would cause cracks, 
and in time would lead to ola damage. 
], therefore, have prepared a different de- 
sign for the wharf, so that the building 
would not be rigidly attached to it, and the 
wharf should be protected by fender piles 
standing oat from the wharf, so that the 
steamer could not strike the concrete work 
coming alongside. The cost of this wharf 
carried out by the Commissioners’ men I es- 
timate at £3,540. In addition, there is a 
length of 74 feet of old wall that should be 
taken down and rebuilt before its time; this 
would cost £880, making the tetal cost of the 
structure £4,220.”’ 

The matter was left over to allow the offi- 
cials of the board, together with represen- 
tatives of the Steam Packet Co., to interview 
the Customs authorities, and ascertain their 
requirements in connection with the proposed 
accommodation.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT. 
FALSE PAY SHEETS. 


. The interim report of the Auditor (Mr. 
E. McGuigan) contained the following state- 
ments i— 

_ “Owing to many serious irregularities and 
forgeries appearing in the accounts of 
Limerick County Council, I am obliged to 
forward an interim report on the audit of 
these accounts. 

‘In the. pay sheets relating to road work 
in the western division of the county, I found 
that since December, 1922, a scheme of deli- 
berate fraud and embezzlement has been 
practised, Paying papers have been drawn 
lor sums which were not due; the signatures 
of the late Secretary, the late Assistant 
Secretary, and one of the Assistant County 
Surveyors and several workmen in the county 
have been forged, and the result of my inves- 


tigations up to the present shows that a 
| sum of over £750 of the ratepayers’ money 


has been niisappropriated. The false entries

‘The County Surveyor duly certified as 
correct the pay sheets containing these false 
entries, and in the County Secretary's de- 
partment paying orders for incorrect amounts 
were issued. As to the party or parties 
who benefited financially by this fraudulent 
practice | am not yet in a position to make 
any definite statement, but it is a significant 
fact that, although many of the forged 
paying orders were drawn in favour of 
persons living over twenty. miles from 
Limerick, the bulk of such paying orders 
were endorsed, and presumably cashed, by a 
certain trader in Limerick City. The fact 
that opportunity for error and fraud existed 
for a period of over two years prove con- 
clusively that neither the County Surveyor 
nor County Secretary exercised proper super- 
vision or check on amounts paid in respect of 
workmen's wages or for purchase of 
materials.” 

At the beginning of the sitting, the In- 
spector, referring to an application that had 
been made to him on Monday for a 
subpoena for the attendance of Mr, Michael 
De Lacey, said that he found that Mr. 
De Lacey was living 20 miles outside the

AUDITOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. E. McGuigan, Local Government 
;Auditor, stated, in reply to the Inspector, 
that during the current audit he had re- 
viewed some of the pay sheets of the road. 
workers. He found that incorrect accounts 
had been entered in the pay sheets. These 
were never legally due, and paying orders for 
the incorrect amounts were issued, The incor- 
rect figures were set opposie the names of 
workmen. For example, John Broader, Rath- 
keale district, for the fortnight ending the 
4th June, 1924, earned £5 10s. 6d., made 
up of two sums—&4 17s. 6d. and 13s. That 
was duly paid, and the witness observed that 
a sum of £2 12s. 6d. had been added in pencil, 
and represented £7 10s. A payimg order was 
issued for that amount also, both being pay- 
able the same person. The sum of 
£7 10s. was never due, and consequently re- 
presented an overpayment. On the two 
paying orders the signatures of John Broader 

were not the same, 

The Inspector—Have you any similar case’ 

Mr. McGuigan—My investigations are not 
completed, but I have ascertairfed that eighty- 
four paying orders were issued, representing 
a sum of £754 4s. 5d., which was paid out of

Replying to Mr. Ryan, the witness said 
that the County Surveyor had met him very 
often and checked the pay-sheets with him. 
When he was not able to see him he wrote ta 
him, and the witness produced the file of cor- 
respondence dealing with the list of payments. 

Evidence with reference to the payments to 
workmen was given by Foremen White and 
Murphy. 

Mr. G. Hewson, an independent ratepayer, 
made an application for the production of 
certain copies of the abstracts of Rural Dis- 
trict Councils—Kilmallock, Limerick No. 1 
and Mitchelstown—all going back for a num- 
ber of years. He suggested that it was advis- 
able that these abstracts should be checked 
as regards the amount the District Councils 
admitted having received from the County 
Council against the amounts that were levied 
for their purposes in the rates struck for the 
years between 1920 and. 1925, the time of the 
abolition of the District. C ls. The sug: 
gestion was that these levies were si paid ; 
yet the repayment of loans was allowed to get 
into arrears.

Pay orders wewe taken out of the subsidiary 
account, and then dealt with by the Finance 
Committee. 

The Inspector—Did the 
before the Council at all? 

Mr. Quaid—No; but they were handed into 
my Office from the County Surveyor’s depart- 
ment. Pay orders were written out by. the 
clerks in his office, and occasionally the 
County Surveyor’s clerks gave a hand, 

The Inspector—In these pay orders before 
you, are all the signatures iu them yours! 

Mr. Quaid—They are not, There are 18 
in this 'ot of 23 that are not my signatures. 
The body of the cheques were ‘filled up hy 
clerks in my office, and there is no reason 
why these cheques (produced) would not come 
in the ordinary way for signature to me. 
The only way that I can account for these 
discrepancies is that the cheques were ex- 
tracted from the books before they came in 
to me for signature, 

The Inspector—Did* you give anybody 
authority to sign paying orders for you? 

Mr. Quaid—No; the County Council is the 
cnly body that give authority to the Assistan‘ 
Secretary m my absence. 

Van you say whose writing is in your 
signature’—No; but J must say that it is a 
very shady reproduction 

Mr. Joseph O’Donnell, clerk in the County 
Surveyor’s office, identified the writing in the 
County Surveyor’s certificate on one of the 
pay-sheets as being that of the late clerk in 
the office. 

fo Mr. O'Donnell, solicitor—He was only 
giving his opinion as to the signature. 

THE CASHING OF ORDERS. 

Mr. James Gleeson, merchant. O'Connell 
street, Limerick, in his evidence stated that, 
with one exception or two.‘ the signatures on 
the back of the paying orders produced were 
his. It was the practice for a number of 
these paying orders to be cashed in his 
shop He never had any difficulty with the 
bank in the matter of signatures. He did 
not’ know either James Moran or John 
Brouder. 

The Inspector—Did you ever inspect these 
Signatures? 

The Witness—Never. 

You facilitated the late clerk in cashing 
cheques "—Yes, and other officials as well. 

To Mr. Tynan—He had been cashing 
these cheques for upwards of twenty years. 
He never cashed a paying order . without 
identification by an official or member of the 
County Council. 

COUNTY SURVEYOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Thomas F, Ryan, County Surveyor, 
examined, admitted a difference of £15 in 
one of the pay sheets carrying his certificate. 
He considered it his duty to check the time, 
the rate of pay, and the materials supplied 
and paid for, He considered that any irre- 
gularity that could occur, especially with the 
direct labour scheme which they had at the 
time, would be throagh a dishonest foreman. 
He had done his utmost to.see that the re- 
turns were correct, and all his checking was 
done ‘before the sheets were handed to his 
chief clerk. 

“I did not check his extensions,’’ said the 
witness, ‘‘ nor do [ believe that any county 
surveyor with a direct labour scheme could 
be expected to do so.”’ 

The witness said that he had often met 
assistant county surveyors, and checked the 
sheets with them. 
them about those matters, and submitted the 
correspondence. For any county surveyor 
with direct labour ' t 
outdoor supervision 
impossible to do all the checking of exten- 
sions, etc, He must have faith in his chief 
clerk, 

DISCOVERY OF AN ERROR. 

‘“‘I may say,” said the witness, '' that this 
error was discovered before ever the auditor 
came to the pay sheets. I believe I may say 
that if the man were alive to-day it would 
never have been discovered. The whole thing 
is due to my looking for a refund of £10 to 
the County Council, It would have been cs 
easy for him to put £10 to the credit of the 
Council as for the defalcation of £750.”’ 

You say it would never have been 
covered? asked the Inspector. 

Witness—It was discovered by one of my 
clerks, The witness went on to say that he 
had written to one of his assistants to collect 
this £10 from a man in Neweastle-West as a 
double payment. The man denied that he 
| had ever received the money, or that he-vhad 
| ever cashed an order in Linierick. That 
gave rise to the general discovery.

If they could 
not depend on their officials, those who had 
been placed in positions of trust, then the 
system would necessitate a greater number of 
officials still.

Dublin, who presided, said that many people 
might be inclined to ask what they had got to 
do with Eastern Churches. The Anglican and 
Eastern Churches belonged to one great, 
Catholic Chureh, but, unfortunately, for some- 
thing like 900 years there had been no com- 
munion between them, At that time the 
Roman Church excommunicated the Greek 
Church, and since that time hot only the 
Roman Church bat the Anglican Church had 
been. cut off . from . communion 
Churches of the East. The latter Churches 
had been faced with the enemy of Mahom- | 
medanism, which had had terrible success, 
and though it left the.Eastern Church weak, it 
was, nevertheless, there to pursue its ancient 
faith and history. They should endeavour to 
get into closer touch with the Churches of 
the East in order that both Churches could 
strengthen each other. 

At the present time the Church of the East 
was stretching out the hand of friendship tu 
the Anglican Church. A great many years 
might have to pass before union between the 
Churches could take place, but if. they only 
got “to know one another thoroughly they 
might. find ‘that a great many oí the things 
that were severing them would disappear. tn 
the Eastern Church they would find the posi- 
tion in relation to doctrine and practice 
which carried them back to the early Greek 
fathers. They would find men who boasted 
that they stood where these men stood. There 
were @ good many points and fundamental 
matters on which the Eastern and Anglican 
Churches agreed, 


A LIBEL REFUTED. 

The Rev. R, M. French, M.A,, Secretary of 
the Anglican and Eastern Church Association, 
described ‘the position of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church on the map of Europe. The Eastern 
Charches, he said, could not be left out ‘of 
account when the question of reunion came to 
be considered; they could not be left out “i 
account on the grounds of their numbers or 
antiquity. It had been stated that the 
Eastern Churches had very little spirituai life 
in them, that they were moribund and heip- 
less. He wanted to refute that libel. Of 
course, there were parts where the- spiritual 
life or vitality was not high; but it was not 
true that the Eastern Church, as a whole, was 
moribund. A Church was not moribund if it 
produced its mark. Some of its members died 
rather than change their faith. ' 

In Russia there had been 
of Christianity as intense, as cruel, as 
brutal, and as inspiring in its result as 
any persecution that they had read about 
in the = first centrury of Christianity. 
It was a persecution in which, for instance, it 
was a penal offence to teach religion to any 
group of children under 18 years of age: it 
was a penal offence to train a young man 
to be a priest. it was a persecution in 
which 1,200 bishops and priests had met 
violent deaths, and in which Church schools 
and seminaries had been closed. In in- 
numerable cases men had died rather than re- 
nounce their faith. That did.not happen in 
a Church that was moribund; and if it was 
true that persecution in Russia had become 
less cruel or less violent, it was not because 
of any change of heart by the Soviet Govern- 
ment, but because they were adopting methods 
Which were more subtle and were persecuting 
indirectly. 

Having referred to the mission: work done 
by the Eastern Churches, Mr. French said 
that they should try to make the Eastern 
Churches better known to the members.of the 
Anglican Church, and vice versa, and so 
create a bridge between both Churches—a 
strong- bridge—the pillars of which would be 
official negotiations, meetings together to in- 
vestigate the teachings and doctrines of both 
sides, and public opinion. They should get 
the public to know something about it and 
pray for its success.

English and Irish Railways. 

An announcement of an imminent 
increass in British railway rates has 
caused much disappointment to traders. 
The proposed increase of six and a half 
per cent. will apply only to freight 
charges. Passenger rates will not be 
affected, but the whole British public will 
suffer through the change. This increase 
Was imevitable. During the last two 
years the British railways have been 
passing through a very lean period. In 
1925 .they were forced to draw on their 
TYeserves to the extent of some £7,000,000 
in order to pay the modest dividend of 
4.3 per cent., and last year’s trading 
results probably were even worse. For 
the first quarter of the year the figures 
most encouraging. The freight 
receipts were higher by 2.4 per cent. than 
those for the corresponding period of the 
previous year, while the total amount of 
tornage was “up' by nearly 2 per cent. 
Then came the general strike, hot on the 
heels oí. the coal stoppage, and the rail- 
ways suffered losses from which they are 
not likely to recover for years. Last week 
Sir Felix Pole declared that the railways’ 
income for the twelve months had fallen 
by no less than £27,000,000. In conse- 
quence of this serious deficit the com- 
panies more must make heavy 
inroads on their reserves in order to pay 
their dividends, and they could not face 
another year without some addition to 
their goods rates. Nobody can accuse the 
British railway companies of ‘‘ profiteer- 
ing.” They made voluntary reductions 
in their rates in January and August, 
1922, and afterwards in May and August, 
1923; but luck has been against them.

The British people 
seem to thriveon adversity. Their courage 
never is stronger than when their backs 
are against the wall, and they will endure 
higher railway rates as they endure every- 
thing else—with dogged and unflinching 
resolution. 

In the meanwhile the Irish railways 
are waging an uphill fight. A Blue Book, 
issued by the Free State Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, of which we 
printed a summary yesterday, gives some 
valuable information about their working 
in 1925. For that year the gross receipts 
of all the railways which operate wholly 
or in part in the Free State showed a 
decline of £956,837 in comiparison with 
1924. Their expenditure also was down 
by £603,545; therefore, the net decrease 
in revenue was some £555,000. The net 
total receipts for the year amounted only 
to £783,000 on an issued capital of more 
than . £30,000,000.. This sum was not 
sufficient to pay interest charges and divi- 
dends, and a sum of £462,700 was added 
to it from the grants which the Irish com- 
panies received in 1921. Altogether, 
therefore. the amount available for dis- 
tribution was about £1,245,000; but, as 
the total appropriations reached £1 ,208,000, 
the companies were compelled to face 1926 
with a deficit of £53,000, which, added to 
the debit balance carried forward from the 
previous twelve months, wave. them a debit 
balance .of £153,000, The plight of the 
Irish railways undoubtedly is bad, but it 
might be far worse. We notice with 
pleasure that substantial savings’ are 
being. made in the.

America’s Wealth. 

Never in the history of the world was 
material wealth so plentiful as it is in the 
United States to-day. Every considerable 
economic interest is thriving; employ- 
ment is plentiful and wages are lavish. 
At the same time, during the past bil 
years of “boom,” the cost of living has| 
increased only slightly, and during the! 
greater part of 1926 it actually declined. 
Entering upon the new year, American 
business men have asked whether a steady 
continuance of economic expansion may be 
anticipated. “It is not to be expected,” 
says the Survey, published by the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York, “that the 
rate of growth maintained during the last 
two years can be maintained indefinitely.” 
Many recent developments point to “at 
least some slowing down.” Declines in 
the rate of expansion in building activity 
and motor car manufacture; low cotton 
prices and unfavourable conditions im 
some branches of agriculture; the 
high—perhaps, inflated—stock prices; the 
diminishing export trade balance ; political 
uncertainties; the outward movement of 
foreign capital which had taken refuge in. 
America during the period of inflation, 
and, finally, increasing competition in the 
markets of the world—these circumstances 
have caused the more cautious heads in 
the United States to anticipate a business 
reaction. The Guaranty Trust, however,

During Mast year Ireland enjoyed an 
immunity from smallpox, and not a single 
case occurred in the City of Dublin. This 
escape was the more remarkable in view 
of the prevalence of the disease in England 
and Wales, which have such and 
constant communications with Irish 
capital. To presume upon good 
fortune, however, would be the height of 
folly, and all sensible citizens will welcome 
the urgent warning Avhich the Free State 
Ministry for’ Local Government and Public 
Health has issued to sanitary authorities 
throughout the twenty-six counties. Small- 
pox continues to be active on the other 
side of the Channel, and it is assuming 
serious proportions in Sheffield, where 
forty new cases have béen notified ddring 
the last three days. Furthermore, we 
have the- testimony of English doctors 
that the disease, which in recent years 
has been of a mild sort, is tending to 
revert to its original virulence—to the 
type which scourged our grandfathers 
with disfigurement and death. Of 
course, our medical officers of health will

Aceordingly, 
the Ministry's circular instructs the local 
authorities of the Free State to enforce 
the vaccination laws strictly and te take 
stern measures with defaulters. No man 
has any right to imperil the community’s 
health through sheer laziness or through 
a Whim born of conceit or ignorance. The 
extent and increasing severity of smallpox 
in Great Britain aré attributed to a grow- 
ing laxity in the enforcement of the law, 
and -we hope that the two Irish Govern- 
ments will make haste to set a good 
example to the sister island. There are 
numbers—indeed,- whole communities—of 
“anti-vaccinationists’’ in. South-Eastern 
Ireland who ought to be brought to their 
senses without delay, even if it become 
necessary to put them in jail. Just now 
large areas of Enrope, including London, 
are being visited by an epidemic of 
influenza. If it should chme to Ireland, 
it might debilitate the public health to 
a degree that would increase the likelihood 
and dangers of an invasion ef smallpox. 


Public Golf in Dublin. 


We announce to-day that the Free State 
Government has decided to allot a site for 
a public golf course in the Pheenix Park. 
More than two years have passed since the 
boon was sought by golfers who wished 
that all classes of the citizens should have 
a share in the pleasures and benefits of 
the game.» President Cosgrave and his 
Ministers were sympathetic “from the 
outset, but some difficulties arose.

VIOLIN RECITAL IN DUBLIN. 

‘There was a violin recital of uncommon 
interest at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, yester- 
day afternoon, when Mr. Leonard Hirsch, of 
the Hallé Orchestra and Catterall Quartette, 
gave his first individual performance in his 
native city. The audience was unaccountably 
small, but those lovers of music who braved 
the bad weather and attended the recital were 
well rewarded. For Mr. Hirsch is a violinist 
of remarkable gifts. He is very young, but 
his play has the finish of a polished artist, 
and his tone is comparable with that of some 
of the greatest violinists of the day. - 

The programme which he chose was 
ambitious, including the magnificent A major 
Sonata of Brahms, and Edouard Lalo’s diffi- 
cult Symphonie Espagnole; but Mr. Hirsch 
made light of its difficulties, and played 
throughout with astonQbing ease and grace. 
The Brahms Sonata showed him at his best. 
He played the allegro amabile, a masterpiece 
of voluptuous song, with fluent charm, main- 
taining a fine standard of rhythmic excellence, 
and drawing the last drop of sweetness out of 
the melody. His G string work in a later 
movement was admirable, and, altogether, his 
execution was that of a first-rate musician. 

The Lalo symphony is full of technical pit- 
falls, which Mr. Hirsch treated almost with 
contempt. He galloped through the Rondo 
with joyous abandon, and his left-hand 
technique was really wonderful. In the most 
intricate passages he never lost his tone; he 
took everything, as it were, in his stride, and 
delighted his audience with the boldness of 
his attack. The second part of the pro- 
gramme was devoted to a group of seven 
shorter “ pieces, which included the Pugnani- 
Kreisler Prelude and Allegro—a delightful 
work—an old 16th century English air, and 
a couple of Spanish dances arranged by 
Kreisler. 

Mr. Hirsch here had a chance to display 
his versatility of style, and when he came to 
end of his programme he was greeted with 
a storm of enthusiastic applause. The young 
violinist, who has done a great deal of broad- 
casting in England, will be heard from 2RN 
in the near future, and nobody ought to miss 
the chance of hearing him. He is an artist 
with a big musical future, and one hopes that 
when he comes to Dublin again his fine talent 
will be enjoyed by a better audience of his 
fellow-citizens than that which gave it such 
a well-deserved tribute yesterday. 


OBITUARY. 
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THE REV. HENRY H. MacMAHON, 

The death occurred at his late residence, 
in Skerries, on the 10th inst., of the Rev. 
Henry H. MacMahon, Methodist minister. 
Mr. MacMahon, in his earlier ministry, was 
connected with the Primitive Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference of Ireland, and at its 
union with the Methodist Church, in 1876, 
he joined heartily in that unio. Throughout 
a ministry of over fifty years he rendered 
faithful service in such circuits as Ennis- 
killen, Omagh, Portadown, and Roscrea. He 
also was in several circuits in the Dublin 
neighbourhood, including Abbev street, 
Rathmines, and Kingstown. A few years 
ago he was compelled to retire from active 
work, and he undertook the pastorate of 
Skerries, where he made many friends. He 
is survived by his widow, who is a daughter 
of the late Mr. Joshua Koehler, of Dublin, 
and by one daughter. 


SIR JOHN SCOTT KELTIE, 

Sir John Scott Keltie the well-known writer 
on geographical and scientific subjects, died 
in London vesterday afternoon. Born in Perth, 
in 1840, he was educated there, and also at 
St. Andrew's and Edinburgh Universities. 
For many years he was Secretary of the 
Roya] Geographical Society, and‘he introduced 
many world-famous geographers to England.

PROBLEMS OF PREFERMENT. 

There are those who have said that he 
owed it, all to the political influence of his 
family. This is not to be denied ; but I, 
having recently had. the privilege of going 
through part of his immense correspondence, 
have concluded. that in every way he was 
fully qualified for the high offices bestowed 
upon him. I have not found one instance 
where he used. the power which he possessed 
to promote an unworthy person or to traffic 
for favour or gain with the sacred rights of 
the Church. I shall give three instances 
how he dealt with the question of qualifica- 
tions of ordinands and the promotion of 
clergy. I think.it better to suppress names. 

(1) A lady, the daughter of a bishop of a 
noble family. wrote to him on behalf of her 
father to ask if he would consent to the 
admission to Holy Orders of a man who was 
brother to a well-known and influential 
Baronet of the same county. She admitted, 
indeed, that, as His Grace knew, the past 
story of that man, though, not vicious, had 
scarcely been the best preparation. The 
Archbishop's reply is characteristic—we can 
almost see him smile as he wrote it:— 

A GENTLE REBUKE. 

“Dear Miss,—Wilb you be so good as to 
say to the. Bishop that the case of Mr. ——., 
which you have very clearly and fully stated 
in your letter, is one in which I cannot give 
my sanction to a relaxing of the rule that 
requires all candidates for Holy Orders to 
produce a Divinity Testimonial from the 
University’ Mr. is only known to the 
public as being a gentleman who from his 
very early youth devoted himself in a 
more than ordinary degree to the ; 
and to field sports, and who is 
still in the habit of enjoying the 
latter. The only reason assigned for his not 
returning to, college and completing his theo- 
logical studies is that he is now in his thirty- 
first year, and he “wishes to save time and 
enter the ministry within less than two years. 
I do not, of course, pretend to judge of Mr. 
———'s sincerity as a private Christian, but 
when he seeks to be admitted to the respon- 
sible office of a minister of the Church, and 
wishes to have an. exception made in his 
instance in regard to the preparation usually 
required of candidates, it ought to be 
evident to the world around hm 
that he is one whose course of 
life points him out as being »eculiariv 
fitted to be placed in the Ministry, so that 
all who know him would say at once that the 
ordinary rules of the Church might be dis- 
pensed with in reference to him. If Mr. —— 
had for some years past been seen in his own 
neighbourhood devoting ‘his time to teaching 
yn Sunday school, and visiting the poor and 
the sick, so as to make if plain that his 
whole heart was set upon doing good ‘to his 
fellow-creatures, the public might regard him 
as heing fitted by taste, and habit, and zeal 
to fulfil tee duties of a clergyman, however 
defective he might he in theological educa- 
tion : but nothing of this kind is said of him 
by the Archdeacon or by Mr. ——, and as 
to his long indulged taste for field sports all 
that Mr. — says is that he is prepared to 
give them up “when he is ordained,’ front 
which I infer that until then the public will 
see him as usual following the hounds, 
although he asks as for a special exception 
to. be made to allow of his entering the sacred 
profession without the usual prelhminary in- 
struction imparted by the Professors and 
Lecturers of the Divinity School of Trinity 
College. Under these circumstances, I should 
most strongly recommend the Bishops not to 
depart from the general rule on this subject. 
He must submit to the very wholesome regu- 
lations which prescribe a long course of 
study to be publicly undettaken hefore he 
can he received as a candidate. Pray give 
my kind remembrance ‘to the Bishop, and 
believe, etc.. J. G. ARMAGH.” 

A PEER REPROVED. 

(2) The second letter is shorter. A certain 
nobleman, well known, wrote to him to say: 
‘“‘A young man has been with me for some 
time as tutor to mv eldest boy. He is very 
anxious to be ordained before going on the 
Continent, where I mtend to send him to take 
charge of my son next week.” He was fully 
ó hear for Holy Orders. '“ He took his 
degree some years ago, anl obtained a first 
class Divinity Testimonial, and [ intend 
naming him my private chaplain.” 

The reply was brief :—'' My Dear Lord,— 
1 beg to say that a nomination as a chaplain 
to a peer is not a legal title for admission tc 
Hoty Orders. [ could not, therefore, ordain 
Mr, — merely on your appointment of 
him to your chaplaincy.”” He goes on to say 
that, even if the gentleman had a valid title, 
he would have to wait till the ordinary 
season for ordinations, as he could not trouble 
his Examining Chaplains to come together 
for a special examination. These two letters 
seem to raise the question: Could the Dio- 
cesan Bishop not ordain a man without the 
sanction of the Primate? 

(3) The third lettér is from. man who 
filled a large place in the politics and litera- 
ture of the early nineteenth century. He is 
easily recoghised in one of Disraeli’s novels. 
On one mémorable occasion, at least. he 
dipped his pen in deadly poison; but his 
letter to the Archbishop 1s in good taste. He 
reminds him of happy days when thev met 
at Curraghmore. His health now is not good. 
He describes symptoms that would seem tu 
belong to angina pectoris. He writes on be- 
half of a relative who is in Holy Orders, of 
whom. he speaks in the highest terms. He 
Is pious and zealous, but has no influence. 
He is not in the Diocese of Armagh, and he 
has heard that his Grace only gives prefer- 
ment to curates in his own diocese, If this 
be so, he asks that his request should be at 
once set aside; but, if it be not so, he would 
regard it as a great personal favour if his 
Grace would seed se his relative—he 
pleads only on the merits of the young man 
in question, 


STRICT RULE. 

The Archbishop’s reply is courteous and 
dignified. He remembers the ‘‘ happy visits” 
to Curraghmore. He is distressed to hear of 
his correspondent’s bad. health, but has 
known many such cases where life was not 
shortened. With regard to his relative, he 
has no doubt of his qualification to a higher 
office; but 'the report which you heard 
that it is my rule to bestow preferment on 
those clergymen only who have served as 
curates in my diocese is true, and you will 
not wonder at my acting on this rule, when 
I mention that since I came to the Primacy 
I have greatly increased the number ol 
curvates, thereby increasing the number of 
claimants on me for promotion, and at the 
same time dimmishing the chence which each 
of them has of obtaining it; so that there are 
now some most deserving men, who have 
been toiling assiduously and usefully an 
laborious curacies for twenty years and more, 
for whom I have as yet been unable to do 
The only way in which I could 
hold out any prospect to your relative in his 
profession would be by receiving him as a 


7 curate.’! 


The writer of these letters was a maw with 
a high sense of responsibility, It is no 
wonder that his memory is still honoured. 
His intercourse with the University of 
Dublin, of which he was Chancellor, would 
tell a similar tale.

LONDON LETTER. 
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THE SITUATION IN CHINA, 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDOoN, 
WEDNEsDay N IGHT. 


The Foreign Office had little news to-day 
concerning the situation in China, by 
there was no official confirmation of the 
story that Mr. O'Malley, the British repy., 
sentative at Hankow, had been inst ructed 
to demand the. withdrawal of the Cantonesg 
from the British Concession,: with tha 
return of the Concession to the Britis) 
authorities. In the meanwhile the Forej.., 
Office is. awaiting a detailed report fron 
Mr. O'Malley on the situation, and. as 
matter of fact, this 1s the essence of the 
whole situation. ‘‘ Wait and see ” is an 
adage which might now be applied to the 
Foreign Office, and, in the circumstances 
it must be regarded as a wise one. The 
British Government has made up its ming 
that we shall not wage war in China. 


A Cabinet Meeting. 


A meeting of the Cabinet had to be 
called for to-day, though several members 
were not available, the necessity being the 
condition of affairs in China; and Si, 
Austen Chamberlain was desirous of 
acquainting the Government with all tha 
available facts. It is understood that no 
new developments may be looked for in 
the immediate future, as the Governmen: 
is satisfied with the manner in which tho 
negotiations with the Cantonese Govern. 
ment are proceeding, while appreciating 
the fact that the situation generally mast 
be watched with care. It is not unlikely 
that further meetings of the Cabinet will 
be held shortly; for the Government hag 
now only a month to decide upon its legis. 
lative programme for the new session of 
Parliament. At present it is the intention 
of the Cabinet to proceed with the measure 
amending the trade union law, and it may 
be the first of the several important 
measures to be taken during the session 


Indastrial Peace. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, the Labour 
Whip, expressed the opinion last night 
that the Prime Minister should cal! an 
Industrial Peace Conference, with Mr. 
Speaker as President; but his proposal 
has not yet met with cordial acceptance. 
The leading captains of industry fully 
agree that industrial peace is essential, 
but nobody is in favour of a scheme such 
as that enunciated by Mr. Henderson, 
particularly if it is to be arranged through 
the invitation of the Labour leaders. A 
somewhat similar point of view prevails 
in Government circles, the view being 
expressed that the setting up of such a 
conference, in all probability, would be 
used by the Socialists as an argument that 
the Government should drop its proposed 
legislation for the reform of the trade 
union laws. It may be that an invitation 
will be addressed to Mr. Baldwin in more 
definite form in the near future, and it 
certainly will receive consideration, though 
it will have to be understood in advance 
that the Government will not drop legisla- 
tion to which it considers itself bound.

but beyond this its information is incom- 
plete. 

So far as the outside world is con- 
cerned, the questions of chief importance 
are, first, whether open  hostilties with 
Mexico are still possible, and, second, 
whether, if they should break out, the 
employment of an armed force of the 
United States would have publfe approval. 

[ have spoken to no observer of the 
situation in the past ten days who does 
not believe that a break is possible, and 
some even consider it dangerously likely. 

It is true thát Mr. Coolidge is a cautious 
man and inclined to peace, but he has 
been drawn gradually into a sitiation 
which might get beyond his control. 


WAR FEARS. 

There wouid, of course, be no declara- 
tion of war by the United States imme- 
diately upon any Mexican confiscation of 
lands, but there would be a withdrawal 
of recognition, and if, in the revolution 
which would almost cértainly follow, 
citizens of the United States were killed, 
there would be a noisy and immediate 
demand for the despatch of troops. 

Mr. Coolidge could hardly refuse, and 
he would be cheered on by that powerful 
and persevering group which is, and 
always has been, for carrying things in 
Mexico with a high hand. 

This group forgets its purpose, but in 
recent years its power has diminished, as 
public feeling has come round to the 
opinion that. Mexico should rather be 
treated with patience and .generosity, In 
effect, it is to public opinion that one must 
still look for the answer to the Mexican 
problem, and much depends on whether 
Mr, Kellogg or such a man as Senator 
Borah can now gain the public ear.

LITTLE DAMAGE TO 


PROPERTY. 


From about four o’clock yesterday after- 
noon until midnight Dublin was swept by a 
strong wind from West to South-West, which 
at times reached the strength of a gale. 

The storm brought with it fierce showers of 
cold sleet, which at frequent intervals made 
the streets most disagreeable for those who 
had to be out of doors, especially between 
nine and eleven o'clock. From that hour the 
wind eased off unti] at half-an-hour after 
midnight, when there was comparative calm. 

While the squalls were at their worst walk- 
ing on the streets was difficult, and there were 
several instances of cyclists being blown off 
their machines. 

No harm was done in the city or its immedi. 
ate vicinity, except that portion of the gable 
of a tenement house fell in North Cumberland 
street next to the sites of two other houses 
which collapsed some time ago. Several 
families residing in the house left their apart- 
ments fearing that the whole building would 
come down, and they had to seek the shelter 
of neighbours for the night. 

At Kingstown the full force of the wind 
was experienced in Royal Marine road, where 
a plate glass window in a motor garage and 
a door in the vestibule of a cinema theatre 
were blown in. There are no reports of per- 
sonal injury in the city or suburbs, although 
in some of the older parts slates which were 
ripped off roofs were falling pretty freely. 

The outgoing passenger boats left Kingstown 
and the Liffey while the storm was blowing 
hard, but no ships came up the river. The 
harbour, authorities got no reports of accidents, 
to shipping, and no vessels were in distress 
in the Bay.

FAMILY TRAPPED IN 
BURNING HOUSE.

MOTHER, FIVE CHILDREN 


AND YOUNG GIRL DEAD. 


Yesterday seven lives were lost as the 


result of a fire which broke out in a house 


in Adams street, a poor quarter of Bir- 
mingham. — All the victims, except one, 
are members of the same family. 

The dwelling-house, which consisted of 
three- floors, was occupied by Charles 
Pedley and his wife, their eight children, 
and a girl named Dora Barker. The 
father, mother and one child were sleep- 
ing on the third floor and the others on 
the second floor. 


ALARM RAISED. 

Early in the morning the mother smelt 
something burning, and Mr. Pedley went 
downstairs, and opened the front door to 
give the alarm. ó: fire became so fierce 
that he was unablé to return. 
 Meanwhile the mother and the child 
on the third floor apparently went to the 
second floor, where the rest of the family 
were sleeping. It was. through the 
windows of this floor that all the occupants 
were brought out by the firemen. Those 
not dead were unconscious. 


WORK 0” THE BRIGADE. 

When the brigade arrived the ground 
floor was blazing fiercely, and means of 
escape from the upper portion were cut 
off. The firemen raised ladders to the first 
floor, which was searched, but was found 
to be untenanted. Owing to the smoke 
and fiames it was impossible to reach 
the second floor by the staircase, and 
ladders were then raised to the upper 
windows. 

With great difficulty, all the occupants 
were brought out from the blazing build- 
ing Two of them, Elsie May Pedley, 
aged 18, and Charles Pedley, 12, were 


dead, and the others had sustained serious 


burns. Five of the injured died after- 
wards in. hospital.

The Venerable Samuel Hemphill, D.D., 
Litt.D., Archdeacon. of Down, died 
suddenly this morning in Drombeg Parish 
Church, Dunmurry, in very sad circum- 
stances. 

The Archdeacon, who had not been in 
good health for some months, was prepar- 
ing to officiate at-a wedding. He became 
weak in the vestry, but insisted that he 


| should perform the ceremony, and entered 


the church to’ await the arrival of the 
bridal party. He had a second seizure, 
and, collapsing at the altar rails, died in 
a few moments. 

A message was sent to the curate of the 
parish, the Rev. R.. Whitehead, who 
arrived shortly after the appointed time 
and performed the ceremony. 

The Archdeacon’s death came as a great 
shock to the friends of the bride and bride- 
groom, but fortunately the sad circum- 
stance that had caused the slicht delay 
in the performance of the ceremony was 
quite unknown to the bride, who left the 
church amidst showers of confetti and con- 
gratulations of friends and well-wishers. 

The bride was Miss Lily Woods, Finaghy 
Lane, a member of the Drumbeg Church, 
and the bridegroom, Mr. 8. Rodney 
Malcomson, dentist, son of Mr. Thomas 
Malcomson, manager of the Ulster Bank, 
Lisburn. He is a well-known member of 
the Banbridge Hockey Club, and has 
played for Ireland on eleven occasions. 


DR. HEMPHILL’S CAREER. 
| Venerable Dr. Samuel Hemphill 
waone of the best known clergymen and 
scholars in the Church of Ireland. At 
Trinity College, Dublin, he won many dis- 
tinctions, including a Scholarship, the 
Biblical Greek Prize, Archbishop King’s 
Divinity Prize, and a Theological Exhibi- 
tion. - He graduated in 1882, and subse- 
quently gained the degrees of D.D. and 
Litt.D. He was ordained in 1883 as Curate 
of Holy Trinity, Rathmines, Dublin. 

From 1888 to 1892 he was Rector of 
Aughaval (Westport). From 1888 to 1892 
he filled the Chair of Biblical Greek in 
Trinity College, Dublin. From 1892 to 
1914 he was Rector of Birr, and afterwards 
Chaplain of Magdalen Asylum, Dublin. 
In 1920 he was appointed Rector of 
Drumbeg. 

Ameng the important posts held by Dr. 
Hemphill during his career were those of 
Chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant, Canon of 
Rath in Killaloe Cathedral, Prebendary of 
Tipperkevin in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin; Chancellor of Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin; and, more recently, 
Treasurer of Down Cathedral. He had 
been examining chaplain successively to 
the Bishop of Killaloe, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, and the Archbishop of Armagh. 
He was also Chaplain to the Forces from 
1892 till 1914. 

The late Archdeacon was the author of a 
number of works which showed originality 
of thought and depth of learning. They 
included “ The Diatessaron of Tatian,” 
“The Satires of Persius,’’. “ My Neich- 
bour,” “ Immortality in Christ,” and “ A 
History of the Revised Version of the New 
Testament.’ He was joint author of “ The 
Literature of the Second Century.”

PLANS TO PREVENT 
OUTBREAK. 


A serious epidemic of smallpox has 
broken out in Yorkshire, and 73 cases 
have. been reported in Sheffield. and. Mex- 
borough. | 

Ninety-nine cases of smallpox have been 
reported in Derbyshire since the end of 
November. 

“The type is becoming more 
dangerous,” says Dr. J. J. Huey, the 
medical officer of Mexborough, “and the 
recent. cases remind me of the. terrible 
epidemic which swept the district thirty 
years ago. A grave danger of the epidemic 
is the number of vaccination exemption 
certificates issued in the cases of infants. 
Out of a birth-rate of 25 per month I am 
allowed to vaccinate only two or three of 
the babies.”’ 

Although no cases of small-pox occurred 
in Dublin during last year, nor. has there 
been any suspicion of contacts landing in 
the port from the other side of the Irish 
Sea, the Free State Ministry of Local 
Government has issued a warning circular 
to local authorities requesting them to 
deal with vaccination defaulters. 

Dr. M. J. Russell, the Dublin Medical 
Officer of Health, regards our immunity 
from the disease as very satisfactory in 
view of the fact that there have been so 
many cases in areas in Great Britain with 
which the port of Dublin is in contact 
through shipping.

Smallpox is highly infectious. The dis- 
persion of the poison takes place either by 
the smallpox patients themselves or 
through the medium. of other persons or 
articles of clothing, etc., to which it clings. 

It is of vital importance to the welfare 
of this country that the essential precau- 
tions be adopted to render the population 
generally immune from the scourge. An 
outbreak would prove a very serious 
menace to the prosperity of the food and 
export trade, on which the financial suc- 
cess of the country so largely depends. It 
would likewise affect the tourist traffic 
adversely in the coming season. 

Vaccination or re-vaccination constitutes 
the only safeguard against attack for per- 
sons exposed to the infection of smallpox. 

The Minister, therefore, requests that 
the local authority will without delay take 
all necessary steps to compel the de- 
faulters to comply with the law, and to 
bring to the notice of all those desiring re- 
vaccination that facilities for this purpose 
are at their disposal gratuftously. 

The immunity of the country has been 
largely due to the vigilant care of the sani- 
tary authorities, more especially at the 
ports, and to the earnest co-operation of 
the medical profession. 

It would be most unfortunate that the 
country’s favourable position in this 
matter should be imperilled because either 
of apathy or wrongheadedness.

U.S. EXPEDITION TO 


NORWAY. 


4,000 MILES FOR 30 
SECONDS’ WORK. 


From Our Oww CORRESPONDENT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Wednesday. 

An expedition will be made to Norway next 
summer to engage in scientific work confined 
to the brief space of one-half minute. 

This is announced by Professor A, S. 
Mitchell, director of the McCorkick Observa- 
tory, University of Virginia. The expedition 
is for observing a total eclipse of the sun on 
June 29th. 

Tho path of totality will pass across the 
North of England early in the morning, said 
Professor Mitchell, and soon thereafter will 
reach Norway, and then continue on its way 
to Northern Siberia.

Important discoveries in Roman work were 
made during excavations conducted yester- 
day at the rear of premises in Eastgate street, 
Chester, Professor Newstead, of Chester, has 
been superintending the excavation work, 
and has brought to light the retaining wall 
of a large Roman building which extends for 
258 feet into Bridge street. 

It is declared by the Professor to be a 
magnificent section of Roman work, : It is 
probably part of a building which in the 
first instance, was used as a school of in- 
structors, and et a later period of the Roman 
occupation, as a lounge. He states that it 
was a double colonnaded building, with an 
open court in the centre, with rooms, includ- 
ing baths, leading off it.

It lies eleven feet 
below the surface of the land, and is re- 
garded as the most important discovery of 
modern times in Chester.

A SCHEDULE OF VARIANTS. 

Though the measure has so far been called 
“The Revised Prayer Book (Permissive Use) 
Measure,’’ and the revisions have been said to 
constitute an alternative. Book of Common 
Prayer, it is noteworthy’ that, strictly, the 
suggestions made by the Church Assembly, 
which form the basis of the bishops’ work, 
are something less ambitious than this. They 
are, in the main, a schedule of omissions 
from, additions~to; and deviations from the 
present Prayer Book, says The Jimes. This 
fact is of importance in view of the pledge 
that has been given that those who at pre- 
sent follow the Book of 1662 precisely will be 
free to continue its use. 

The proposals also contain sypplementary 
forms of “Service to meet needs that have 
arisen. since -the, last -revision -of the. Prayer 
Book, in King Charles II.'s reign. It is pos- 
sible that it may eventually, if not at present, 
be decided’ to issue the suggested deviations 
and additions in the form of an alternative 
hook for: convenience sake, but at present it 
seems more likely that the suggested changes 
will remain as a schedule of allowed variants 
and additions.

NATIONAL LAND BANK. 


The first report and balance sheet of the 
National Land Bank since it was acquired by 
the Bank of Ireland are published in our 
columns to-day. The figures show some 
striking changes from those of the balance 
sheets of 1924 and 1925, which are appended 
for purposes of comparison. The report states 
that, in accordance with resolutions pasted 
at special general gee. the bank has 
now been incorporated under the Companies 
Acts. The shares hitherto held by the 
Minister for Finance have been purchased by 
the Bank of Ireland, which now appoints the 
directors and has control of the company. 
The special reserve set aside in the last 
account to provide against depreciation on the 
land advances has been utilised in reducing 
the corresponding assets to their present 
market value and to increase the general 
reserve fund to £50,000. The net profit for 
the year is £16,052, making with £6;:567 
brought in £22,599. £4,060 is absorbed, in 
paying almost 2 per cent. on the paid‘up 
capital, £5,000 goes to reserve and a like 
amount to debts realisation reserve, £1,900 
is written off premises, and £6,639 carried 
forward. The cash position is still very 
strong. The old land advances and land 
security deposits are now represented by in- 
vestments and “ special resérves.” Advances 
to customers show an increase of nearly 
£190,000, and deposits have increased by 
£138,900.

THE CLONTARF TOWN-HALL. 
TO THE EVITOR OF THR IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—With reference to Mr. Cullen’s 
remarks at a recent public meeting at Fair- 
view, permit me to say that when it was 
proposed to sell the tuwn-hall I appeared at 
the Local Government inquiry and opposed 
the sale—not on the ground that it was 
being purchased for Church purposes, but on 
the ground that it was the ouly public hall 
in the district, built at a cost of something 
like £8,000 (pre-war figures) by the old Clon- 
tarf ratepayers for the general use of the 
township, and for years carried on by their 
representatives as a town-hall, library, read- 
ing and recyeation rooms, meeting rooms, and 
other - public purposes. The Commissioners’ 
case was that to maintain it was not a 
paying proposition; but I maintained that, 
under the Boundaries Bill which annexed 
Clontarf to the City of Dublin, they had 
taken it over and were bouad to maintain it 
for the public use of the district. 
Prominent residents appeared to support 
the sale. Eventually I agreed to withdraw 
my opposition to the sale on the express con- 
dition that, if the hall were sold, the money 
obtained should go towards the cost of the 
erection of another hall for the uses for which 
the old one was provided, and the Local 
Government inspector apparently concurred. 
In justice to the Commissioners, it is right 


alone prepared to carry out this arrangement, 
but have actually provided a most suitable 
site, not on the slob-land, but on the main 
road between two blocks of newly-erected 
business premises between Fairview and the 
Malahide road. So far, however, they have 
not obtained the Government s permission to 
proceed with the building. 

In view of the fact that the Clontarf popu-

The only possible explanation that occurs to 
me is that, whereas fifty years ago the 
netting commenced in Sligo on the Ist Feb- 
ruary, at the same time as rod fishing, the 
angling interest at this period was too supine 
or negligent to have the angling season ad- 
vanced pari passu with netting. 

Again, the weir pool in Sligo extends to an 
area of rather less than half an English acre. 
It is bisected by the larger of the town 
bridges, atid for many months in the fishing 
season contains large numbers of salmon, 
These fish have passed the barrage of nets, 
and are waiting for a favourable opportunity 
to surmoun! the weir, or ascend by the 
ladder; but they may not be fished for. The 
lessee cannot fish them; the owners of the 
bed and soil of the river cannot fish for them, 
nor cap the owner of the fishery fish him.

Having | 
arranged for the confirming credit, he signed 
the “ bought ” note in Dublin in the name 
of the intended plaintiff company, and _re- 
turned it to the intended defendant. The 
s.s. Farnham arrived in Dublin early in 
December with a cargo which purported to 
be the coal under the contract. The Minister 
for Industry and Commerce sent an official 
from the Board of Works to inspect the 
cargo and take delivery, and the Department 
subsequently informed Mr. McLean that, on 
inspection, the cargo proved to be brown 
coal, and not black sal in accordance with 
the contract, and that he would not accept | 
delivery. On the llth December Messrs. 
Tedcastle, McCormick, and Co. paid to the 
Dublin agent of the shipowners the sum of 
£500 on account of freight on the cargo, and 
the defendant had received payment of the 
confirmed credit for £6,175, being moneys 
paid by the intended plaintiff company. It 
would be necessary for officials of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce and for 
members of the coal trade in Dublin to give 
evidence at the trial of the action. Other 
proceedings arisiag out of the shipment had 
been begun, or were being contemplated. The 
owners of the s.s. Farnham claimed to be 
entitled to be paid freight and demurrage 
by Messrs. Tedcastle, McCormick and Co., 
who refused payment on the ground that 
the company had rejected the cargo, and 
could not recognise the steamer as having 
conveyed any cargo for their account.
